General Gorgas contributes an optimistic discus-
sion of army sanitation in the current “Engineering
Record.” He does not take up Mexican conditions
in detail. His article relates in more general terms
to the safegunrds which will be taken “in the event
of an invasion of & tropleal country.” But the
faots cited beur prophetically upon the invaslon
which the army now considers fnevitable,

In our war with Spain, he points out, we were
withont training or experience in camp sanitation
in the tropics. The lessons of 1546 had been for-
gotten, The new developments of preventive medi- |
cine were still incomplete. Since then much has
nappened. Our own disasters in Cuba and the
home camps awakened the army authoritles.
